Baron de* BOGScTifti <C>irer to 
Baron de Hirsoh was, when CO years 


of nge, engrossed in bis many affairs. 
He stopped, to the surprise of every one, 
in his midcareer, he marshaled his re- 
sources and turned his active brain and 
tireless energy to the problem of De- 
claiming his suffering coreligionists 
from humiliation worse than slavery, 
from starvation and destruction. - His 
first move was to offer to the czar, 
through this same chief of the holy 
synod, 50,000,000 francs for education 
in Etisaia, to be applied without dis- 
tinction of creed or race, hoping that the 
dissemination of education, mechanical 
and mental, would in the end induce a 
better condition, from the lowest to the 
highest of the czar's subjects.. But Rus- 
sian autocracy was framing laws to 
limit, not to extend, the advantages of 
education and rejected the munificent 
offer unless Baron de Hirsoh would re- 
move his conditions and permit the ex- 
penditure to be matte as the czar and his 
minister saw fit. But Baron de -Hirsoh 
was too well acquainted with Russian 
officials to part with his money in order 
to line tho pockets and adorn the palaces 
of the persacuting Russian .ministers of 
state.—Hou. Oscar S. Straus in Forum.
